Pursuant to regulation 32 of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Regulations 1994 the film 
poster entitled: 

Cherry Pepper "Cum Shots Pt #1" 
is Not Approved 


if approval refused, the reasons for the decision: 

The video slick measures 21cm high x 29.7cm wide and includes 10 pictures, the title, a list of 
people starring in the video recording, information about the production, and an age restriction. 

The predominant image on the front cover is that of a woman lying with her head slightly elevated 
and her hand on her bare breast. She has an ejaculate type substance on her face. A man’s 
shoulder appears to the right of the woman’s face. Computer generated pixels obscure the activity 
being performed. Two of the other three pictures depict a similar method of obliterating sexual 
acts being performed, one of which involves a bare breasted woman. The third picture depicts 
explicit sexual activity which includes fellatio, masturbation, and cunnilingus. The textual 
references on the front and back of the slick are expressive in their sexual descriptions. The spine 
of the video slick depicts a small picture of a woman lying with a male torso near her. Computer 
generated pixels obliterate the activity being performed. The back cover includes five pictures of 
sexual activity. Computer generated pixels obscure genitals and some details of the activity. In 
one picture, the tip of a man’s penis is depicted over a woman’s face. Two scenes depict bare 
breasts with an ejaculate type substance on them; one of these shows semen on a woman’s face. 
One picture depicts a man masturbating over a woman lying with her hands on her breasts; a 
towel is draped across her abdomen. 

The submission was presented under reg 27(4) in an altered form after initially not being 
approved. The dominant effect of the video slick is the display of, and reference to, explicit sexual 
activity. The computer generated alteration obliterates some genitalia and the sexual acts being 
performed, but the text remains unchanged. Also, there remains two graphic depictions of semen 
running down the sides of a woman’s face. There continues to be two unaltered depictions of 
explicit sexual activity on the video slick. Without the complete visual images to advertise the 
video recording, the sexually explicit text is considered graphic and degrading in its depiction. The 
combination of the altered and unaltered images and the text of the video slick continues to 
portray explicit sexual activity in a degrading manner. 

After examining the video slick in accordance with reg 28 of the Films, Videos, and Publications 
Classification Regulations 1994, the Classification Office considers that if the video slick were 
submitted under si 3(1) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 (the Act), it 
would be likely to be classified under s23 of the Act as objectionable, on the basis of its dominant 
effect. Consequently, in accordance with reg 28, the Classification Office refuses to approve the 
video slick.
